Detailed descriptions of tire media and their purposes follow* 

a. Die Kurre is conceived along the editorial lines of a weekly newspaper, 
the sort which stands above daily events, picking out trends and turning points. 
Content emphasis is on politioal developments with a tendency to view them from 
an economic standpoint* (Advantageous, 'among other reasons, because of the 
acknowledged economic superiority of the West, tire economic plight of the DDR, 
and economic baeis of Marxian philosophy.) This is balanced by a series of feat- 
ures - short story fiction, a picture section, theatre, a women’s page, research 
and technology, etc. The point of heaviest emphasis is the front page editorial, 
usually an incisively aggressive and well-phraeea siamdng-tip by Identity 7* Tire 
overall impression sought is a contemplative review of world developments , inform- 
atively outlined, and principally for middle and upper class business and trades- 
men in the DDR. It is distributed by mail, courier, and sector border sales. As 
of 25 January, 66 Soviet Bloc pie Kurve readers are corresponding with its 
notional editor. We believe pie "Kurve serves the objectives described in Para- 
graph 13b, (1) and (2) above. 

b. Die Fr au is discussed in EGBA 35052, dated 30 August 1956. At the risk 

of overs impli float ion it can be described as an attempt to give - in a publication - 
to the Soviet Bloc woman certain things which the Communist system cannot provide, 
both in terms of' content and in technical quality (paper and printing techniques!* 
While straight-forward political polemics have no place in a woman’s magazine (al- 
though the issue following the Hungarian Revolt has a strong political aspect), 
the publication encourages imaginative and individualistic thought patterns and 
activities which arc feasible for moot wraan in the foviet Bloc* These can be mani- 
fested in choio© of wardrobe and makeup, decoration of the homo, and upbringing of 
children, to name only a few. Also, Die Frau is probably the best example of a 
characteristic which, we hope, applies "to all Identity 1 publications to greater or 
lesser degree* It la entertaining and interesting whether the reader is looking 
for a loctnre on politics or not. In ite quality - technical and editorial - it 
represents a level commonplace in the West but which, their recant efforts notwith- 
standing, the DDR has not been able to attain. Thus, the publication is a continu- 
ing source of embarrassment to them, and for the reader, its propaganda effect lies 
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in the concrete attractive evidence of the Western desire to provide the oppressed 
population with moral support, and to do so in a manner evidencing understanding for 
their circumstances • l)

1) Our- contention that Die Frau has a strong political impact is challenged in 

Reference A and E. Coincidentally , a neutral but authoritative arbiter recently 
provided- us with an opinion on this question! A West Berlin administrative court 
| denied the 111 currency exchange privilege to an employee of Die Frau von Haute (the 
DDR's magazine for women) living in West Berlin on the gro jad tiiat li is a political 
pro-Communist publication. The incident is described in West Berlin's Per Taressplai 
(15 January 1957) as follows* “The periodical of the Communist Women's League, 'Die 
Frau von Heute' a propaganda organ of the totalitarian system; whoever works there 
represents the opinions of the QJD and combe ts the basic free democratic order. With 
this justification, the administrative court confirmed the revocation of the right 
of salary exchange of a female editor of this publication living in West Berlin. The 
UO year old plaintiff, who lives in Keukoelln, has been working there since 19^9 as 
t editor and reporter for cultural questions and has been receiving the favorable ex- 
change rate. The privilege has now been withdrawn. The plaintiff had maintained 
that only a non-political housewlve's magazine was involved and that she wrote only 
non-political articles. (Aktenzelchen VG II A 3U5»56)” 


(Objectives* Paragraph 11 i) anti Paragraph 13b (2) and (3)) Its primary target is, 
of course, women in the Soviet Bloc, and the subscribers' addreesograph file con- 
sists of a selected group of appropriate candidates in this category • As of 25 
January, Die Frau's notional editor is conducting active mil correspondence with 
185 readers in the Soviet Bloc. 

c. ferns chreiber is, in its conception, an original idea of Identity!, a pub- 
lication designed specifically to fill a need which arises from the current pol- 
itical conflict. Each issue is intended to provide a complete and well-rounded 
summary of world editorial opinion on 3-5 developments of major significance, 
f ernechreiber' e approach is probably best summarized by the introduction appearing 
in Issue fro. 1, Vol, 2» 


"The commentaries printed hare resemble a colored fireworks dis- 
play of opinions. Whoever reads them realizes! Hera there is iso pa in- 
line j hex* journalists have submerged themselves eearchingly and object- 
ively in political problem®. They have made basic use of the right of 
free press to say loudly and clearly even those things which may be 
unpleasant or unwelcome. Even though the opinions aid judgements may 
be widely varied, they are not an expression of disunion. Freedom of 
opinion rests on principles which have validity for all.” 

The audience for this publication - one which is considered a particularly sig- 
nificant target - iE composed of people who read regularly the editorial pages 
of more than one newspaper) editors, journalists, politicians, and the intellig- 
entsia, ferns chreiber is the best example of an approach which Is more or less 
common to all tke identity 1 products* It seizes upon some characteristics of 
Western Civilisation (in this case freedom of the press) and, using it as a basis, 
builds an idea/publication which way be informative, interesting, entertaining, 
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or all three. The publicist's skill is manifested in what he chooses and how h© 
presents it to his target audience* The desired effect on the reader is tKe' 
impression that the publication affords him something which is commonplace in the 
West (in this case a survey of freely expressed editorial opinion) which has been 
provided to him out of a sense of ayn$>athy and desire to support him in his struggle 
with the Communist regime. Certainly he does not have to be told that such a thing 
is not available in the Soviet Bloc or that the .Soviet Bloc press does not con- 
tain freely expressed opinions* (Of course, the pro-Communlst reader is made un- 
comfortable by the objeotivity of the opinions and information as well ae their 
diversity.) The essential point in tlie conception of a publication like farnschr - 
elbgr is that its acceptance by the reader (ergo its effectiveness upon him) rests 
on 


a. its credibility as a genuine selection from accepted Western 
press media (as opposed, for example, to leaflets and other media which 
seldom appear in the Western press) , and 

b. the remoteness of propagandists (with all the negative implic- 
ations which the word implies) motives of the publisher. 

We think that publication of fernachrelber serves all of the objectives, to greater 
or lesser degree, outlined in Paragraphs 11. i) and ii) l and 13b (1), (2), and (3) • 
In addition to all DDR editorial offices, and those of the Western papers whose 
commentary is printed, the feraachrolber addrossograph files contain names of 
persons with academic or other titles which nark them as members of the intellig- 
entsia. The notional editor is in regular mail contact with UU Soviet Bloc readers 
of femschreiber shown by the DPR press, it has received considerable favorable 

‘froaTprofcEslonal Western journalists, e. g. Salzburger Naclir Ichten and the 
German Federal Pres.*? Office.) 

d. Extra is a modification of Pas lllugtrlerte Wochenblatt which was intro- 
duced in September 1956 after prolonged dis'cViaeions of the latter’ e strengths and 
weaknesses and general agreement that it was the least effective of the Identity 1 
publications. It was conceived after the PUR government leveled criticism of a 
too liberal editorial policy at the DDR newspaper Die Wochenpost . Identity 1 began 
producing a falsified version of Wochenpost intended WexploiV the situation. 
Political developments, and the gradual abandonment of the passive "anti-Communist" 
technique of copying their publications brought an attempt to give the Identity 1 
Wochenpost a positive character of its own, and to produce it in a form generally 
accepted in the press field. In January 1956, the name was changed to Dm Illus- 
trierte Wochenblatt and an attempt made to compose it in the style of a daily news- 
paper . The fact tliat it appeared abo\rt once every* four months and that distrib- 
ution on a daily basis is not feasible are only two of the cone iderat ions which 
made this theory difficult of practical achievement. Dissatisfaction with 
Wochenblatt was' increased by its relative inability (compared with the other A equ- 
ator Verlag publications) to recruit reader correspondents. It was finally decided 
that we might well try capitalizing on the demonstrated attractiveness (i.e. high 
circulations) of the boulevard newspaper - that is* many pictures, short texts, 
features, a touch of sex, and a tendency toward sensationalism. For Identity 1, 
the idea was feasible Insofar as content was not pegged on daily events and journal- 
istic irresponsibility was avoided . The audience intended for Extra is that to 
which a boulevard newspaper appeals, the lower and relatively uneducated classes.

The response to the first issue has been encouraging, reflected by a distinct rise 
in the rate of reader correspondent recruitment (as against that of Woohenblatt) , 
favorable comment and assistance from the chief editor of a successful boulevard 
newspaper (’west Berlin's BZ), several signs of influence on the DDE press, and 
what appears to be a rather unique harassment operation by the KfS (on which we 
expect to report shortly) . A final judgment is not yet possible, but it appears 
that the editorial changes have created a significantly stronger' appeal, and that 
tha observable response is increasing accordingly. Its notional ediotr la in active 
mall contact with 1*3 Soviet Bloc leaders. The publication is designed to contrib- 
ute particularly toward the objectives outlined in Paragraphs 11 i; , and 13b (1) and 
(2) above. 


«. Kachrlehten aus Deutschland (W-) , in our opinion, comes clo3® to being 
a model operation, "its" "tJieary' "and piuc'tice are described in some detail in bGNA 
29677 (17 February 1956). The "integrity of style" (Gtllreinheit), to which we 
alluded above, is manifested by a higli degree of consistency in consideration of 
all the following factors 1 

1) Selection of a specific target audience } 

2) Determination of objsctive(s) with respect to that audience} 

3) Selection of a medium appropriate for the objectives and the audience} 

h) Selection of attribution which is consistent with audience, object! es, 
and medium} 

£) Selection of a distribution channel wliich is consistent with audience, 
objective®, medium, and attribution} 

6) Selection of a follow-up method consistent with audience, objectives, 
medium, attribution, and distribution channel. 

The HAD target audience is defined by appearance in the DDR and other Soviet Bloc 
press of names and addresses of individuals who publicly support the Communist 
regime. (Identity 1 has carded and a ddreaao graphed more that 2,000 such names.) 

Such people regularly appear as authors Of pro- (Eonsnu nist "Letters to the Editor 
recipients of awards for outstanding party or mass organization work, etc. The 
objective with respect to that audience is to dery to the regime the assets which 
such persons represent. (In other words, a kind of Identity 8 operation). The 
selection of the technique arise# from concurrent consideration of medium, attrib- 
ution, distribution channel, and follow-up possibilities. The basic conception is 
that of a West German publisher (notional publisher of KM)) of a Newsletter £ some- 
what, Him the Kiplinger Letter in the United States) - a kind of aysterious observer 
of people and events in bast Germany, apparently cone a mod with sipplyiihg accurate 
information to supporters of the regime and who leaves other possible motivation to 
the conscience and imagination of the addressee. The reaction sought in tha target 
individual (aside from the news information which debunks the Communist line) ie an 
apprehensive realization that he ic being watched b;, someone in the West who may 
some day call him to account. The repeated reminder (NAD appears and is mailed about 
once a month.) to a person faced with the psychological problem of daily rational- 
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iBing his support of the regime is intended to daagjen hie enthueia** end eventually 
bring about his withdrawal from pro- Communist political activity. Aside from target 
personalities who have taken up correspondence with the notional publisher, we have 
been able to observe several gratifying indications of effectiveness s 1) A person 
cited as an activist in Lets chin (Kreis Sec low) has apparently disappeared from pub- 
lic life, at lease insofar as could lie determined from local publications (Reference i 
the local "Notiabuch dea Agitators")* ii) A person who load fled the DDR and later 
returned wrote to the notional publisher in an apologetic tone which clearly evid- 
enced a guilty conscience and need for self- justification, iii) A farmer who had 
never been sent NAD wrote to the notional publisher with an explanation of a news 
story v ich falsely made him look like an advocate of the regime - an Indication, we 
hope, that the concept of the notional publisher has already spread beyond his tar- 
get audience, iv) Finally, it is interesting to note that- after the HAD operation 
had been underway for about eight months (i.o. hummer 1956) - the DDR press stopped 
printing the complete addressee of the HAD tar&et audience. To return to the idea 
of "integrity of style", please note the specificity of the target audience and the 
objective, the conception of the ny s teriously well-informed publisher, the news- 
letters are distributed by mall, and that it is natural for a publisher to write 
occasionally to his "subscribers" (follow-up) asking for opinions and suggestions. 

Tha notional publisher, as of 25 January, Is in active mail contact with 57 of his 
"subscribers". To s mmarize, the MDoperation is a continuous and, we think, 
effective attack on a specific audience, designed specifically to contribute to 
objective 11 ii) above. 

f, SHD Lagobericht is conceived as a circular letter, periodically published 
by an opposition group of Coasauniets within the SID. It is written for Identity 1 
by a German former Communist, now recognised as an expert in this field (Identity 9), 
It is mimeographed on low-quality paper and mailed from within the D1>R. The basic 
address material was given to Identity 7 by a fellow journalist in 19t*8 and allegedly 
represents information given to Gccpaiion Authorities by Communists attempting to 
justify their claims for extra rations by describing their anti-Naai activity. The 
letters contain analysis interpretations of theory which contradict DDR regime pract- 
ice. The objectives are to alienate from the regime its convinced Marxist support- 
ers (The Wolfgang Leonhard types, for example) ark to provide them with valid Marxist 
arguments against DDR regime policy. This corresponds with the objectives in Para- 
graphs 11. ii) and 13b (3) above. Although we have no specific and documentary evid- 
ence of the effectiveness of this item (it carries no attribution and its readers 
cannot, therefore, write to the publisher as they do in the cases of other Identity 

1 publications.), our judgment is that its editorial quality and- the proven method 
of distribution (mail) guarantee reasonable impact. Also, the DDR press occasionally 
reveals reactions which might possibly be ascribed to the Lageberlcht. 

g. Klatsch is conceived as a direct attack on the Rationale Volks armee (Nation- 
al Peoples > Army) and the DDR security servicos. The technique has several aspect oi 
First, it is entertaining enough to . guarantee a certain readership - target audiaaace, 
postal censor, or mailman. Second, it is a distinctly Western prodxicti Trivia of 
this kind is printed and otherwise circulated so widely in tfie West that it is 
commonplace and taken for granted. In the f ovist Bloc, however, trivia and, gossip 
are alien to the basically political and argumentative press. Klatcch is aimed at 
this contrast and at East German radars who, we think, particularly appreciate it. 
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Third, it is well s uited to put rumors into circulation. labile it makes no olaira 
to veracity, it prints items in a context calculated to inspire a chuckle, stick in 
the memory, and to be repeated. Fourth, through humorous ridicule of politicians 
Eastern and Western, it demonstrates a privilege peculiar to the free world and 
provides the reader with an anecdote at the expense of the Communist regime. Finally, 
much of the trivia 1c taken from the Western scene - imagination catching items 
which focue attention on the West, and tacitly note that they have no counter-part 
in the East. The address liEt consists of a list of about 1500 KVP members provided 
by a former member of the UK Political Affairs Staff in Berlin to Identity 7 and the 
Identity 10 “Informant Warning Lists." Throe types of indications of effectiveness 
have bean noted* a marked rise In the arao nt of space devoted to trivia in the DDR 
press including use of items first carried by Clatsch (i.e. a forced modification of 
the Marxist press) j publicity attacks of the type described in B1BA 3ii30l| and the 
11 (a relatively low figure) DDR readers wit-: whom the notiomil publisher is in mail 
contact. It is designed to serve the objectives described in Paragraphs 11 ii) and 
13 b (2) and (3) above. 

h. Horlgont is conceived as adiroot attack on advocates of Moscow Comaunism 
through tHe Vehicle of astrological analysis and prophesy. This vehicle is another 
example of a commonplace phenomenon on the Western scene which takes on political 
significance when transplanted to the oviet Bloc. In tin. West, it is studied with- 
out restriction by its advocates! others find it entertalningj few take it seriously. 
(It is perhaps worth noting also that astrology Is much more popular in Germany than 
in the uGA, . All but the intelligentsia-oriented publications reg-GLarly carry horo- 

scopes. Hawkers on Berlin streets can be heard to describe their paper's astrologi- 
cal contents in preference to the news.) In the fust, It is damod by the dogma 
as superstitious and "unscientific, and "refuted" b; th© precision of dialectical 
materialism. Under such attack it becomes a cause celebro which attracts th© atten- 
tion of persons who would - under Western circumstances - be uninterested, but who 
recognise in it a vehicle for expression of their animosity toward the dogma and 
the regime. For the above reason alone, it can be seen that circulation of astrol- 
ogical material and ideas behind the Iron Curtain is in the interest of the Wes tarn 
cause (Paragraph 13b (3) above). Another argument can be made to show that peoples 
under oppression like that of Moscow Communism strongly tend, psychologically, to 
seek escape in such things as religion and superstition | that therefore the seeds 
of astrology find fertile soil in the Bast. Finally, it can be noted that seme people 
are guided and a larger number are influenced by what appears in their horoscopes. 
(Identity has an acquaintance who was brought to the verge of suicide by his horo- 
scope. That Adolf Hitler was strongly inxluenced by his personal astrologer is a 
matter of historical reoord.) We think, therefore, that Horlgont not only promul- 
gates a general idea antagonistic to Communism, but also tKai it publicizes specific 
and suggestive analysis and predictions which are not without effect on Communist 
authorities and their antagonists'.

i. Von Harz gu Hera was conceived with a view toward exploiting the rathor 
prosperous"' Carriage bureau" business in German and the substantial avffplus of 
marriageable women over men wiiich is particularly acute in Bast Germany . Its ob-

(1) To encourage correspondence between liast Germans and Westerners 
(i.e. Westerners who place "get-aoquainted ads" in newspapers) • 

(2) To encourage East German consideration of the material advantages 
of mark ing a Westerner as opposed to a person whoso dowry includes 
a share of Communist oppression. 

(3) More wail contacts for Identity I and the chance to investigate 
this field for other Identity 2 possibilities. 

Of course the fact that the notional publisher has evidently founded an .East/rfest 
German ".marriage institute" also fails under objective in Paragraph 13b (2) above. 
The audience has been easy to reach* The BDR press contains a large number of 
Individual carriage advertisements and I&.R marriage institutes also make frequent 
use of the same medium. As for ofiectivenoss, the notional publisher has received 
a written reply for every 133 items sent into the DDR in 19^6. (She has also been 
told - unverified information - that two marriages have resulted*) We art- sanding 
Von Here zu Ilerz to one DDR institute in about 12 copies and are reasonably certain 
that they are further distributed from there. (This Institute has advertised 
"free lists" for its clients.) As a 1^-product of undetermined value, we have 
also learned quite a bit about the post-World War II history of DDR marriage instit- 
utes (from the 2? mail contacts) and their current problems* 

j* Die Sprechctimde grew our of the concept "Mana gerkrankhait" (manegarial 
Illness) asapplTed to S3) functionaries suffering physically under te increasingly 
heavy work-load imposed on them by the party. Its objective is two fold* to ident- 
ify (in the minds, particularly, of functionaries) the physical repurcuasions of 
overwork on behalf of the regime and to suggest, tacitly, to the sufferer the poss- 
ibility and a justification for absenteeism* The mailing list consists primarily 
of "healing practitioners" (Heilpraktiker) and midwives. The effectiveness is 
difficult to assess. The notional publisher is in mail contact with f> DDE readers 
and we note fairly often in the DDR press articles on the same theme. (Whether the 
articles are printed for the same reasons and whether there are relationships be- 
tween their publication and Die f prechat unde are, of course, open questions. In

this one of the most potent psychological forces available to the West for an attack 
on Moscow Cojanunism. The response to the two issues which have appeared thus far 
(September end December 1956) is unprecedented* For every 88 copies distributed, 
a written reaction has been received by the notional publisher, ineluding a number 
from f W Chapters. The audience was originally conceived as youth organisations 
and Jass fans, not as easily identified from telephone and address books as some of 
the other categories singled out by Identity 1. I-DJ meeting places, dance halls, 
etc* were included in the first mailing list. In practice, we find that schlagaeug 
apparently moves frequently from hand to hand* Many correspondents say they saw 
a copy in the possession of a friend or that it was passed along to them. The 
mailing list, therefore, is growing to include persons who have requested personal 
copies. In short, we consider this item one of the most effective in the Identity 
1 list and most susceptible to f urther development a; id expansion . 

l. The concept of Satellite mailing operations is based, briefly, on the 
theory that the Communist character of the press is most marked, at the geographical 
center of the Soviet Bloc, and that- because of the necessity of adaption to the 
traditions and tastes of individual peoples - it becomes less marked (l.e* more 
"Western") as one progresses from Moscow, say, to the European periphery, tine DDR. 
While this is a generalisation and not without exceptions, it can be noted, for 
example, that the DDR press is more Western in character (because it must be adapted 
to German tastes) that that of the Soviet Onion and most of the other Satellites. 

It fellows that a relatively Western influence can be exerted on Satellite editors 
if their readers can be stimulated to agitate for publications like those in the 
DDR. Since the DDR publications ar®, in general, much more attractive than their 
Satellite' counterparts. Identity 1 has sought to exert titis kind of pressure by 
creating notional East Berlin Communist agitators who seek "pen-pals" and the ex- 
change of publications in the other Satellites. ( A special arrangement permits 
mailing to and from East Berlin.) Although the approach in this case is on s strict- 
ly Communist "Comrade" basis, the letters of a number of the correspondents suggest 
that they see through this approach and guess that they are in contact with the 
West. The best example is a Prague newspaper correspondent who visited East Berlin, 
found the address of his East Berlin Identity 1 correspondent to be nothing more 
than a bombed-out ruin, returned to Prague, and continues the correspondence as 
enthusiastically as ever. The effectiveness of this approach is indicated by the 
response: For every 13 addresses approached, cm© has become a mail contact. As of 

25 January, the total is 205 and - particularly since November 1956, It has been 
rising fast. 

m. Beginning with the special publications dealing with the West Berlin tunnel 
incident in April 1956 (jHGEA 32320), the Tunnel GmbH series consists of authentic 
reports of speeches and protocols deemed by Identity 3 to be significant in the cold 
war. To date, it has published and distributed speeches by Deo Bauer, Chruschav, 
Gomulka, and Tito. The latest issue contains the minutes of the 19-21 October 1956 
meeting of the Central Coianittee of the Polish United Workers' Party - the meeting 
at which leadership passed to Vladislav Gomulka, Tunnel GmbH is the only item of 
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all the Identity 1 publications Which is distributed indiscriminately to all add- 
ressees in the card and addressograph files* It serves the objectives outlined 
in Paragraphs 11 ii) and 13b (1), (S), and (3) abovs* Aa far aft recruiting reader 
correspondents is concerned, it has the poorest record. (U,383 items per recruit- 
ment) In view of the character of the item, however, we are fairly confident of 
its effectiveness and do not feel that the * recruitment yardstick" is exclusively 
applicable. 
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Distribution Control and feat lag Techniques 

By mans of a aerie* of carefully developed technique*! the following aspect* 
of IfiCASSOGK distribution are regularly tested with objective, and generally con- 
clusive results i 


a* The reception by the West German mailers of the packages containing 
letters for their mailing is immediately confirmed by the return of receipts 
to Berlin. 

b. Proper mailing by West German mailer* is confirmed through the inclusion 
of indistinguishable letter* destined for LGGft&SQCK Berlin, instead of the 
target audience* 

c. The effectiveness of LGGASGQCK mail in passing whatever censorship may 
exist in the target area is tested by the routine devotion of 3% of total 
items mailed to various gimmicks designed to cause each control letter to 
enter the derided area, pass the conpor and return to LCGAShOCK (perhaps 
passing the censor a second time) . Tids is the most important of all the 
distribution phases controlled. Since systematic teste were inaugurated in 
April 1956, an average of about 70 % of such control letters has found its 
way back to LCGASGOCK.
